BACKGROUND:
The WashingtonQuality Award Council isparofthe private nonprofit Quality for
Washington State Foundation. Thecouncil oversees theGovernor's Washington State
Quality AchievementAward Programwhich annually recognizes businesses and
other organizations  that are noteworthy examples of high-performing work

organizations. Inaddition, thecouncil setup educational workshopsand programs
throughout Washingtortotrain ~ organizations inmethodsfor improving their business
operations. The purposeofthefoundation igoraise fundsfotheaward program.
The councibnd foundation were createdin 1994 withinthe Department of
Community Tradeand EconomicDevelopment, and arescheduled tosunsebn July
1,2004.

The Governor appoints boardnembers fromalist ofcertain public andprivate entities
withquality improvemengexperience.

The Quality forWashingtonStateFoundation and thesecretary of state’s office
currently provide administrative support andoperational expensedor theWashington
Quality Award Council.

SUMMARY:

The WashingtonQuality = Award Councilstransferred from the Departmentof
Community,Tradeand EconomicDevelopment totheOffice oftheSecretary ofState.
The Quality folwWashingtonState~oundation isabolished. The sunsetlateforthe

council remainsiulyl,2004.

The list of organizations thatthe Governormust choose boardmembers from is
removed,allowing the Governorto choose members from any public or private
organization.
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The secretary ofstate provides administrative assistance and support tothecouncil
onlyto the extenthatthe Legislature appropriates fundsforthatpurpose. To
supplement thosdunds, thecouncil may develop private sources offunding, andmay
establish a private foundation. No public fundsarepermitted tobe usedtopurchase
awardstobe distributed  asawardsprfoany expensesncurred by members ofthe
council’'s boards.Council staff overtime ortravel expensesmay notbe paidwith
public fundsunless an specific appropriation ismade foithapurpose.
